Here is a photograph that will be of 
great interest and bring back -memories 
to many of the older members of our 


community. 


Taken in 1929, the original photograph was 
presented.to the late Mr. J. Duke, who was president 
of the first Altona Life Saving Club from 1926 to 


1928. 


‘The photograph has been in 
the possession of Mrs, F.j 
Sperling, grand daughter of 
Mr. Duke, for some years. She 
has kindly donated it to the 
Altona Life Saving Club and 
will make the presentation at 
the annual general meeting on 
Tuesday, September 21, in the 
clubhouse. 


All members whose ad- 
dresses are known will be 
sent an invitation to attend 
but anyone who was a mem- 

. ber of the original club of 
the. present club is cordially 
invited to be present. © 


In gathering information 
about the old club and its 
members. the secretary, Mr. 
Jack Wall, has had some in- 
teresting conversations with 
several of the old stalwarts. 


All agreed that the’ club was 
strong in swimmers and en- 
thusiasm. 





Formed in 1926, it was origi- 


nally the Altona Swimming |’ 


Club, with Mr. Duke as, presi- 
dent ‘and the late Mr. C. 
Devonport vice-president. 


Shortly afterwards it was re- 
named the Altona Life Saving 
Club. Early secretaries were 
Mr. C. (Darkie) Simonds and 
the late Mr. Alf Ford, who was 
also the first chief instructor. 


“Mrs. Ford was one of the 
early soctal secretaries. 


The club participated in car- 
nivals around the bay and 
though it didn’t win many 
events it was always to the 
fore in swimming. Darkie was 
the regular belt man as there 
was no ballot for positions as 
there is today. The first dress- 
ing rooms were in Parham's 
Corner, which was earlier 
owned by Myr. Bill Davey. 


Socials and dances were a 
popular feature of the club’s 
social activities. Like the orig- 
inal life saving club, Par- 
ham’s Corner is now only a 
memory as its demolition is 
almost completed. 


A feature of the beach front 
in the early days was the old 
bandstand which stood in the 
middle of the road. It was 
later moved on to the ‘beach 
as it was considered a traffic 
hazard.’ Maybe it should have 
been left in the road to slow 
down the budding Jack Brab- 
ham’s who tear along the Es- 
planade today, 





Picnics at Williamstown 
were a regular feature and the 
Altona Club manned patrols on 
these: occasions. Alf Ford as- 
sisted in- the instruction at 
Williamstown when that club 
was formed. 


The club championships 
were always held on A.N.A. 
Day and were real gala occas- 
ions. They always commenced 
with a fancy dress parade 
around the streets, complete 
with decorated bikes, prams 
and, a “Keystone Cop’’. fire 
engine. People came from far 
and wide to watch the cham- 
piohships and -the pier was 
crammed with spectators. 

Several of the members 
thought nothing of a training 
swim from the “Altona Pier 
to the Explosives Pier and 
back. Men like Cyril Simonds 
and the late Roly Chorley prac- 
tically lived in the water. In 
fact Darkie still believes in a 
swim every day almost the 
whole year round.

Many rescues were effected 
by club members. In Cyril’s 
scrap book is a newspaper cut- 
ting of his attempt to rescue 
a three-year-old girl who fell 
from the end of the pier-on 
May 25, 1934. He succeeded 
in getting her out, but unfor- 
tunately she was dead. 
another occasion: he ran from 
Altona station and dived fully 
clothed from the end of the 
pier to rescue a man named 
Heady, from Ascot Vale. On 
the first occasion C. Paproth 
ran a mile to fetch the police 
to the pier. 


In those days the pier was 
well equipped for swimming. 
There were two spring boards, 
a high diving board ‘and a 
slide. A large warning bell 
was blown into the sea dur- 
ing a gale and there is no 
record of it being recovered.
